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VIRULENT SMALLPOX. 

During the week ended June 12 five cases of smallpox and two 
deaths were reported at Brownsville, Tex., and seven cases and two 
deaths at New Orleans, La. This indicates foci of virulent smallpox 
at these two places. 

As regards the outbreak at New Bedford, Mass., there were two 
new cases reported during the week ended June 26, making a total of 
20 cases, of which 9 had terminated fatally. This outbreak began the 
middle of May. 



THE MODEL STATE LAW FOR MORBIDITY REPORTS 

AS AMENDED BY THE THIRTEENTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE -OF STATE AND TERRI- 
TORIAL HEALTH AUTHORITIES WITH THE UNITED STATES PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE, 
WASHINGTON, MAY 13, 1915. 

The Eleventh Annual Conference of State and Territorial health 
authorities with the United States Public Health Service, held in 
Minneapolis June 16, 1913, adopted a model State law providing for 
the reporting of the occurrence of preventable diseases, to make pos- 
sible their control. 

The essential provisions of the model law were adopted as regula- 
tions by the Kansas State Board of Health December 13, 1913. The 
States of Mississippi, South Carolina, and Ohio have adopted certain 
of the provisions. The city of Spokane has adopted most of the law 
as an ordinance. Parts of the law have also been incorporated in 
numerous other regulations, laws, and ordinances promulgated and 
adopted during the last two years. 

Since the adoption of the law by the conference and the putting 
into actual practice of its various provisions certain amendments 
have been suggested. These amendments were considered by the 
Thirteenth Annual Conference, held in Washington May 13, 1915, 
and certain of them were adopted. 

The following is the wording of the law as amended by the confer- 
ence: 
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
